There must bo adequate play- 
grounds and equipment. The com- 
munity must work with the teachers 
and the pupils, and must express a 
desire to cooperate. 

Teach Different Subjects 
The I-nke Villa school foeulty Is 
composed of Elmer Beekwlth. prin- 
cipal; Miss Mable Scott. Miss Uuby 
Falch. and Miss Norma Sebora. Miss 
Falch, In addition t« her regular 
classroom work, has been teaching 
penmanship In the llrst four grades.

RAILROADS REDUCE ACCIDENTS 
Within tho last 10 years the number of persons kill- 
ed on railway properly, owing to conditions within rail- 
road control, has been reduced 01 per cent. In contrast 
to this, grade crossing accidents have materially IncrcaB- 

ed. 

It has been repeatedly held tliat railroads are not 
responsible for accidents due to persons crossing thoir 
tracks, Kvory effort has been made to protect the 
public. And the motorist who falls to investigate bo- 
fore venturing across tracks or ntlomptu to race trains, 
must do so on his own resivonslblllty. 

The futility of trying to force the railroads to re- 
move grade crnsslnRS Is shown by recent records. Tre- 
mendous amounts have been spent for this purpose. Yet 
In lIi-*7. the last year for which official stailstlca are 
available grade crossings Increased 952. duo to tho con- 
structon of new highways and atreots across rallro.id 
property. 

In everv phase of the accident menace over which 
the railroads have control, improvement has been made. 
Under circumstances where control is wUhln the Juris- 
diction of tlie public accidents have Increased. Clear- 
ly, the railroads are creditably discharging their share 
of the reaponslbllUy ami the rest is up to the people. 

» » * 

CONTINUE OUR PROTECTIVE POLICY 
President Hoover's stand on the tariff, that duties 
shall be kept as low as Is compatilde with our protec- 
tive policy, should meet the approval of American farm- 
era, manufacturers and workers. 

Upward tariff revision to the point that would pro- 
hibit Imports from Europe would he determined to our- 
selves as well as tho old world. Our tariff need Is for 
an equalizer, that will offset. In favor of American pro- 
ducers, the natural advantages of cheap labor and low 
producing cost possessed by foreign competitors. 

At the present time our tariff seems Imperfect In 
certain provisions. Sugar, for Instance, Is taxed so low 
that American producers are In danger of being forced 
out of production. Such discrepancies as this must be 
Ironed out, and tho benelit of protection given to oil 
industries. American citizens. In all walks of like, are 
learning that our tariff principle is our best Insurance 
for a progressive and prosperous futrue.

Flies And Hot Weather Can 

No Longer Be Blamed 

For Slump 



ant chief In dairy cnttio toodhiff at 
the College of Agriculture, Univer- 
sity ot llilnoirt. Kxperlments havo' 
traced the chief cnuso of tite slump 
In production to a lack of feed and 
parllcpularly a laclr of onongh pro- 
tein In tho feed, he said. 

"Good pasture gxass Is tho beat 
feed for nillk production, but pasture 
nlono Is not enough for cows giving 
large amounts of milk. Hence It. thoy 
are not supplied with some grains, 
such cows are likely to lose weight 
raphlly. Karly In the spring grass Is 
Idgh in protein, but as It ripeiifl the 
proportion of protein becomes less. 

"Good feeders therefore supply 
their host cows with grain throngU- 
oul the pasture Reason. In early 
spring, a mixture ot ground com and 
oats Is satisfactory, but as soon as 
the grass begins to ripen, a mixture 
containing from H to Ifi per cent 
total protein Is necessary. It there 
Is no clover, alfalfa or other legume 
In the pasture, then still more pro- 
tein Is necessary when the grass be- 
comes fully ripe. At this .stage tho 
grain mixture must contain Ifi to 20 
per cent total protein. 

"A simple mixture containing 
about 15 per cent total protein may 
consist of 150 iwunds linseed oil meat 
or ground soybeans, 450 pounds of 
ground corn and -100 pounds ot ground 
oats. A similar mixture might be 200 
pounds Unseed oil meal or ground 
Hoybeana. GOO pounds corn-and-coU 
moal and 200 pounds wheat bran. 

"Liberal feeding during the paaturo 
season helps not only to maintain 
tho milk flow at a lligh level but also 
lo keep the cows In much better fleah 
Bo that they are In good condition to 
produce milk when the barn feeding 
begins."
